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Preschool reverses verdict of damning report 


There were tears of relief as a 
Worcester Park preschool ap¬ 
pealed against an Ofsted report 
and was given a glowing review. 

The Doris Venner Preschool, in 
Manor Drive, Worcester Park, ap¬ 
pealed against the October 2009 re¬ 
port, which gave the centre the 
lowest possible rating, because 
the inspector did not observe 
activities with children and made 
factual errors. 

It is still fighting to have the orig¬ 
inal verdict quashed. 

But a new inspection, on March 
4, found the nursery, which has 87 
children, offered “exceptionally 
high quality” in four categories 
previously dismissed as “not good 
enough”, including equality and 
safeguarding - both of which were 
criticised in October. 

The new inspector visited on the 
day Ofsted wrote to the centre

saying there was no evidence to 
support the need for re-inspection, 
upholding the original verdict. 

Doris Venner manager Maria 
Churchill said: “I cried when I 
heard the result. I had hoped I 
would feel happy but I didn’t. 

“I felt relieved but it’s like a dou¬ 
ble-edged sword. It’s fantastic 
someone has come in and said ‘you 
did not deserve that dreadful re¬ 
port’. We didn’t deserve it.” 

Parents rallied around the 
nursery but managers said the 
damage had been done - it is now 
one of only two providers listed as 
inadequate in the council hand¬ 
book. It was also withdrawn from a 
pilot scheme to help underprivi¬ 
leged children. 

Jaya Arora, whose youngest 


daughter attends the nursery, said: 
“It goes to show the original in¬ 
spection got it wrong. 

“We are quite pleased someone in 
Ofsted knows the good things 
Doris Venner is doing. 

“They should remove the first re¬ 
port completely. As a parent I don’t 
just read the most recent report. 

“Anyone who does the same will 
see a report six months ago that 
says it was rubbish, but now it’s 
fine - it’s not going to encourage 
parents to attend.” 

Information obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
showed Ofsted received 194 com¬ 
plaints about childcare inspec¬ 
tions between September and 
December last year, believed to 
represent nearly 10 per cent of the 
total number, and 62 were upheld 
in full or in part. 

Edward Davey MP, who is 


helping the school with its third 
stage appeal, said: “The new in¬ 
spection confirms this is a fantas¬ 
tic nursery, yet Ofsted’s original 
inspection has done some damage. 

“The least they can do is come 
clean and apologise. If they do not 
give it a clean bill of health I am 
happy to go all the way to the 
parliamentary ombudsman.” 

Ofsted said the findings of this 
inspection provided the most 
current evidence and judgements 
about Doris Venner, but the origi¬ 
nal report would not be quashed. 

Ms Churchill said: “We are 
happy, but for us the battle contin¬ 
ues. I would just be happy to see 
the report removed.”

Help for Older People. 

Latest statistics showed 
there were 344 people reg¬ 
istered blind in Kingston, 
referred to as SSI, and a 
further 258 registered par¬ 
tially blind. 

Those registered as SSI 
are entitled to claim the 
Blind Persons Allowance 


(BPA), which amounted to 
£1,890 in the tax year end¬ 
ing April 5. 

However, only one-third 
claimed their entitlement, 
so a basic rate taxpayer is 
overpaying, on average, by 
£7 a week. 

Mr Cohen said: “A lot of 
people of retirement age or 


older have great difficulty 
with the tax system or deal¬ 
ing with the tax office so 
we help them. This is really 
for older people who can’t 
afford the services of an 
accountant or a lawyer.”

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Quaker graves to be exhumed

Kingston Quakers are look¬ 
ing for relatives of the dead 
occupying graves they must 
exhume at the back of their 
Eden Street site. 

The human remains will be 
removed under the Burial 
Act 1857 in less than two 
months, and notices of inten¬ 
tion have been published to 
trace families of the dead. 

The Friends’ Meeting 
House was built in 1773, at a 
cost of £533 8s 9d, and the 
first burial was made in 1814, 
after the Quakers’ London 
Road burial ground was relo¬ 
cated there. 

Graves were arranged in a 
grid system until the final 
Quaker was interred in 1950, 
and all of the surviving 
headstones are laid around 
the edges of the garden. 

The exhumation will take 
place as part of plans for the 
Quakers to move to the 
Kingston Environment

The move is subject to plan¬ 
ning permission and finding 
a buyer for the Eden Street 
site, which has so far proved 
unsuccessful. 

Rumours Primark was buy¬ 
ing the site to extend its 
premises have been dis¬ 
missed. 

A list of those buried can 
be inspected free of charge at 
the Friends’ House in Euston 
Road, London, until April 23. 

The names will go on dis¬ 
play at the new site, and a 
memorial plaque will be 
placed in Surbiton cemetery, 
Lower Marsh Lane, where 
the bodies will be reinterred. 

Graham Torr, Friends’ 
clerk, said: “We have to con¬ 
tact families if we can trace 
them, which we can in some 
circumstances, then we give 


them the opportunity to de¬ 
cide how they would like the 
remains to be buried - 
whether with the other re¬ 
mains or somewhere else. 


“I think we only have con¬ 
tact with a handful of fami¬ 
lies so far because, if you 
think the last burial was 
about 69 years ago, unless it’s 


a Quaker family that has 
stayed in contact or visited 
the site, we wouldn’t know 
where to look for them. 

“It’s a special undertaking. 
One of the things you have to 
do when developing a site is 
a desktop archaeological sur¬ 
vey but I don’t think it’s 
going to have any profitable 
remains, based on excava¬ 
tions in other nearby proper¬ 
ties.” 

Any heirs, executors, ad¬ 
ministrators, or relatives of 
the deceased can object to 
the exhumation.

Uncertainty surrounds the 
school planned for the Sur¬ 
biton Hospital site, with no 
building work or a decision 
on who will run it before the 
application deadline passes. 

Forty parents and residents 
were told at a public meeting 
on Monday, March 29, that 
they would have to apply for 
September 2011 places by De¬ 
cember 3, 2010, but the deci¬ 
sion about who would run the 
school would not be made 
until January 2011. 

The council has to invite 
submissions from organisa¬ 
tions who want to run the 
school. Potential bidders, 
who would appoint the head¬ 
teacher and decide the 
school’s culture and ethos, 
could include churches, edu¬ 
cational trusts and the coun¬ 
cil itself. 

Anne Redpath, the educa¬ 
tion department’s head of re¬ 
sources and commissioning, 
said: “What we will have as 
we go through the competi¬ 
tion process is clarification 
about which providers are in¬ 
terested. 


“There are likely to be far 
fewer people interested than 
for a secondary school.” 

The £8m, two form of entry 
school, which is planned for 
land declared surplus to 
health requirements in 
Kingston Primary Care 
Trust’s plans for a polyclinic, 
will have to go through a sep¬ 
arate planning process, due 
to finish in November. 

To loud applause, Surbiton 
Hill councillor Paul Johnston 


said: “We have heard an awful 
lot of concerns about this 
site. We can’t take it for grant¬ 
ed that the planning depart¬ 
ment will do what the 
education department wants 
it to do. We don’t seem to have 
a plan B. For goodness sake, 
let’s get a plan B.” 

Councillor Patricia Barn- 
ford, executive member for 
children and young people’s 
services, said: “We are going 
to go for the best solution but 


that does not mean to say 
there are not thoughts going 
on in the background if the 
best solution is not achiev¬ 
able. 

“We know where sites are in 
Surbiton so we need to be 
working on what could be de¬ 
livered on alternative sites.”

Council rejects new 
traffic flow scheme 


Kingston Council has rejected a 
new London-wide permit 
scheme designed to give councils 
the power to turn down schemes 
that do too little to keep traffic 
flowing. 

London Mayor Boris Johnson 
launched in January the London 
permit scheme, which makes it a 
criminal offence to carry out 
roadworks above a certain 
threshold without permission. 
Three-quarters of London bor¬ 
oughs have signed-up so far, but 
Kingston wants to wait a year to 
see how it pans out. 

Councillor Bob Steed, 
Kingston Council’s executive 
member for the environment, 
said he would evaluate the 
scheme after 12 months. 

He said: “We are not quite sure 
of the benefits of joining the 
scheme at the moment. We want 
to see how it goes and what

benefits we would get. 

“We have generally been 
praised for the work we do for 
our roads, and even during our 
current problems people were 
saying when they were driving 
through our roads they tended to 
get through fairly quickly and 
tended to have problems when 
they got outside Kingston.” 

To gain a permit, which can 
cost up to £240, a scheme must 
ensure safety, minimise inconve¬ 
nience and protect the structure 
of the street. 

Mike Baker, of Oak Radio Cars, 
New Malden, said: “It seems 
there’s no thought and planning 
going into this. They seem to do 
road works in adjacent roads all 
at the same time. It’s just one 
thing after another. 


“Anything that’s going to make 
things easier - it’s got to be 
looked at.” 

Transport for London claimed 
roadworks caused 36 per cent of 
traffic delays, and it had turned 
down 1,000 of 7,000 permit re¬ 
quests it received since January. 

Conservative councillors 
pledged to re-evaluate the 
scheme if they won the local 
election, and said the need for 
the council to obtain a permit 
for its own works would impose 
discipline. 

Transport for London said it 
was trying to persuade the re¬ 
maining nine London boroughs 
to join the scheme by the end of 
this year.

Friends want basketball 
court renamed as tribute 


A Norbiton basketball court 
could be named after a 
Kingston College student who 
died in a lift shaft on the Cam¬ 
bridge Road estate in 2008.

Norbiton ward Councillor 
Penny Shelton said: “There 
are some feelings that are not 
very keen on getting associat¬ 
ed following the death of that 
young man. I think there will 
be some people who have 
those issues, but it was a 
while ago now. 

“As far as his friends are 
concerned he was a good bas¬ 
ketball player and a good 
friend, so I really don’t see the 
naming of a small court 
would raise many objections. 
I can’t see any harm at all.” 

Jill Preston, chairman of 
the Cambridge Road Estates 
community group, said: “I 
have no problem marking the 
tragedy. There has to be some¬ 
thing because of the feeling 
they have, but what that 
would be is another question. 

“We would be more than 
happy to listen.”

Nail in coffin for third runway? 



Cheers: Campaigners toast success at the High Court 


Plans for a third runway at 
Heathrow lie in tatters after a 
High Court ruling against the 
Government’s decision to go 
ahead with the scheme. 

Lord Justice Sir Robert 
Carnwath ruled the Govern¬ 
ment must go back to square 
one and begin consultation 
again, after a legal challenge 
led by campaign groups and 
six councils - including Rich¬ 
mond, Hounslow and 
Wandsworth. 

The judge ruled the 2003 Air 
Transport White Paper - the 
foundation of expansion 
plans across the country, in¬ 
cluding a third runway at 
Heathrow - was obsolete be¬ 
cause it was inconsistent with 
the 2008 Climate Change Act. 

He dismissed the Govern¬ 
ment’s claims to the contrary 
as “untenable in law and com¬ 
mon sense”. 

John Sauven, executive di¬ 
rector of Greenpeace, said: 
“Ministers will now have to 
go back to the drawing board

and conduct a broad consulta¬ 
tion on key issues where their 
case is extremely weak. 

“The third runway was al¬ 
ready on life support, but 
with this ruling it’s hard to 
even find a pulse.” 

Lord Justice Carnwath 
ruled any expansion plans 
must be reviewed against the 
implications of the 2008 Cli¬ 
mate Change Act. 

He called on the Govern¬ 
ment to look again at the eco¬ 
nomic case for a third runway 
and the issue of how addition¬ 
al passengers would get to a 
bigger airport. 

The judge invited the Gov¬ 
ernment to sign a legally 
binding undertaking it would 
not base future aviation poli¬ 
cy solely on its 2003 white 
paper. 

Susan Kramer, MP for Rich¬ 
mond Park, said she was 
“thrilled”. 


She said: “It’s a fantastic 
victory for residents, environ¬ 
mental groups and councils, 
and it’s clearly the nail in the 
coffin of the third runway.” 

Prospective parliamentary 
candidate Zac Goldsmith 
said: “This is a big win for 


local people and the environ¬ 
ment. The Government’s con¬ 
sultation was an obvious 
sham and if it wants to con¬ 
tinue with the third runway, 
its arguments will have to 
face proper scrutiny. 

“We can be sure that they 


won’t hold up. More signifi¬ 
cantly, a High Court judge has 
effectively told the Govern¬ 
ment it cannot build carbon¬ 
intensive infrastructure 
without considering the con¬ 
sequences. 

“The Government’s entire 
aviation policy has now been 
called into serious question.” 

John Stewart, chairman of 
anti-aircraft noise campaign 
group Hacan Clearskies, said 
it was an “utterly damning” 
verdict for the Government. 

A further court hearing is 
expected to take place this 
month to examine the Gov¬ 
ernment’s response to the 
judge’s request. 

At the same hearing the 
coalition will seek costs and 
fully expects to recover those 
costs from the Government.

The Surbiton and District 
Bird Watching Society has 
reported drastic declines in 
the population of breeding 
swifts and house martins. 

House martins are mem¬ 
bers of the swallow family, 
which winter in Africa and 
make a perilous journey of 
thousands of miles to breed 
in Britain each spring. 

Back in the 1970 when the 
society first conducted sur¬ 
veys in a five kilometre area 


covering Surbiton, Tolworth 
and the Dittons, the area 
held 310 occupied house 
martin nests. In a recent 
four-year survey, begun in 
2005, the nesting population 
was found to have mostly 
disappeared, with only 16 
nests remaining.

In an effort to im¬ 
press her with bravado, he breaks into a 
building site overlooking his home on 
Casey Street, which is owned by Mr 
Pressman, a high-end property develop¬ 
er. The police turn up, at which point 
Joe’s life splits into two: the Good Joe, 
who stays to help, and Bad Joe, who flees.

How much do these kind of shows 
rely on the quality of the writer in 
interweaving a selection of pop songs 
into a succinct narrative?

No-one has a reputation for building 
small cars quite like Fiat. Latterly, 
the Grande Punto has taken over the 
mantle and, with its mini-Maserati 
styling, has won plenty of fans. 

However, the competition is at its 
fiercest in the supermini segment, 
which is where the Punto Evo comes 
in. It is a nose-to-tail makeover, with 
the biggest changes happening 
under the skin. The changes on the 
outside are distinctive, though: with 
the grey insert in the bumper, the 
Punto Evo now stands out more 
clearly against the competition, 
looking particularly sharp in the 
high-performance Sporting version. 

Inside, the changes are obvious. 
The centre console has been slim¬ 
med down, which has freed up more 
storage space. The new audio system 
has an attractive piano-black finish 
and the quality of the switches has 
taken a step up, too. This feels like 
the cabin of a more expensive car. 

The specification is impressive, 
too, with all models bar the entry- 


level Active model being compatible 
with Fiat’s Blue&Me TomTom unit. 
As well as being a low-cost sat-nav 
system, Blue&Me takes data from 
your journeys and allows you to 
improve the efficiency of your 
driving through assessments, 
obtained through the website. 

Yet even the Active comes with a 
height-adjustable driver’s seat, reach 
and rake adjustable steering col¬ 
umn, electric windows, heated and 
electrically adjustable door mirrors, 
MP3-enabled CD/tuner with steer¬ 
ing-wheel controls and a driver’s 
knee airbag, something that few 
superminis have even as an option. 

The seats have been redesigned, 
too, giving a useful boost in comfort, 
and changes under the skin help 
here, too. The stiffness of the body 
structure has been increased, the 
engine mountings have been revised 


to reduce vibration, and there is also 
more sound-proofing, adding up to a 
significant improvement in refine¬ 
ment and comfort. 

But the real headline-maker for the 
Punto Evo is the addition of the 
MultiAir engine. As fiendishly tech¬ 
nical as an engine can be, the Multi- 
Air system results in a significant 
boost in torque, power and fuel econ¬ 
omy over an equivalent engine. Fiat 
claims a 10 per cent reduction in fuel 
consumption and Co2 emissions 
alongside a 10 per cent power boost 
and 15 per cent increase in torque. 

For a 1.4-litre 105bhp, it is happy to 
lug from low revs in a high gear. 
Conversely, it is also incredibly keen 
to rev: although it will do nothing 
for fuel economy, it is happy to zing 
around to 7,000rpm. The figures 
back this up, with the 0-62mph 
sprint despatched in 10.8 seconds, 


better than most of its rivals. 

The rest of the driving experience 
is impressive, too, with the steering, 
brakes and gearshift all above par. 

Comfort isn’t sacrificed, either, as 
the improvements in the sound¬ 
proofing and suspension set-up have 


yielded good results. 

The Punto Evo is a much-improved 
car and deserves to be considered 
alongside its rivals, especially at just 
£13,095. The MultiAir engine is a 
gem and changes elsewhere have 
raised its game to new levels.
